Saint  Joseph's 
mourns  holiday 

season  losses 

Students  and  faculty  re¬ 
turned  from  Christmas  break 
to  only  be  greeted  with  the 
news  of  death.  Two  members 
of  the  Saint  Joseph's  College 
community  were  lost  over  the 
three  week  break. 

Saint  Joseph's  College 
Freshman  David  Rogers  and 
long-time  faculty  member 
Father  Urban  J.  Siegrist, 
C.PP.S.,  Professor  Emeritus 
j  of  Biology,  both  died  in  unre- 
I  lated  incidents  over  the  holi¬ 
day. 

Rogers,  18,  who  attended 
Saint  Joseph's  on  a  football 
scholarship,  was  playing 
basketball  with  friends  at 
home  in  Marion,  OH  on 
Sunday,  Dec.  19  when  he 
collapsed. 

Marion  County  Coroner 
Dt.  Richard  Durin  said  the 
apparent  cause  of  Roger's 
death  was  an  "inflammation 
or  infection  to  the  heart  re-  ; 
suiting  from  a  type  of  virus, 
like  a  cold  or  flu.” 

Fr.  Siegrist,  a  native  of  ; 
j  Macedon,  OH,  was  a  member  I 
of  the  SJC  faculty  from  1936 
to  1976,  serving  as  Professor 
of  Biology,  Chairman  of  the 
Biology  Department,  Direc¬ 
tor  of  the  I.T.D.  Research 
Station  and  Coordinator  for 
the  Department  of  Natural 
Science. 

Fr.  Siegrist  passed  away 
on  Monday.  Jan.  3.  He  was 
85  years  old. 

A  noted  researcher,  Fr. 
Siegrist  completed  research 
projects  in  soil  bacteria,  vita¬ 
min  D  dietary  deficiencies  and 
cancer  in  poultry,  as  well  as 
studies  in  cheese,  butterfat 
and  milk  production. 

In  1976,  failing  health 
forced  him  to  retire  from 
teaching  at  Saint  Joe's  and 
eventually,  he  retired  at  Saint 
Charles  in  Carthagena. 


Prof.  Owens  leaves 
for  Washington  D.C. 

His  commitment  to  education  continues 


Prof.  David  Owens  is  leaving  SJC  for  a  career  at 
the  American  University  in  Washington  D.C.

"Professor  Owens  is  an  irre¬ 
placeable  piece  of  a  mix  that  is 
the  culture  of  Saint  Joseph's 
College.  We  cannot  measure  his 
service  in  hours  but  in  the  num¬ 
ber  of  lives  he  has  helped  to 
change."  says  President  Albert  J. 
Shannon.  David  Owens,  associ¬ 
ate  professor  of  economics,  is 
leaving  Saint  Joseph’s  College  to 
become  the  Director  of  Multilat¬ 
eral  Affairs  at  American  Univer¬ 
sity  in  Washington  D.C..  His 
official  last  day  at  Saint  Joseph's 
College  is  Jan.  31,  but  he  de¬ 
parted  early  this  week  in  order  to 
establish  himself  before  begin¬ 
ning  his  new  career  on  Feb.  1 . 

Owens  stated  that  he  had 
not  been  actively  searching  for  a 
new  career,  the  opportunity  just 
opened  up.  “This  move  to  Ameri¬ 
can  University  in  Washington 
D.C.  will  allow  me  to  put  my 
family  together  and  have  a  nor¬ 
mal  family  life,"  says  Owens.  His 
son,  David  Owens  Jr.,  a  National 
Merit  Scholar,  might  attend 
American  University  in  the  up¬ 
coming  year. 

Owens  stated  that  the  main 
reason  why  American  University 
hired  him  was  due  to  the  wide 
range  of  experience  he  had  gained 
while  teaching  at  Saint  Joseph's 
College.  As  Director  of  Multilat¬ 
eral  Affairs,  he  would  like  to 
improve  the  office  and  give  it  a 
higher  profile.  One  task  already 
delegated  to  him  is  the  responsi¬ 
bility  of  the  summer  enrichment 
program  for  Frederick  Douglas 
scholars.  Owens  believes  that 


the  expertise  gained  through  his 
years  at  Saint  Joseph's  College 
will  aid  him  in  his  new  position. 

Owens  completed  his  bache¬ 
lor's  degree  in  economics  at  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  in  1975  and 
continued  his  education  by  ob¬ 
taining  a  master's  degree  in 
economics  from  Ohio  State  Uni¬ 
versity  in  1978.  He  is  currently 
a  Ph.D.  candidate,  and  he  plans 
to  complete  his  dissertation  while 
at  American  University. 

As  well  as  being  an  associate 
professor,  Owens  served  as  a  co¬ 
director  of  the  multicultural  af¬ 
fairs  office.  When  he  began 
teaching  at  Saint  Joseph's  Col¬ 
lege  in  1982,  he  saw  a  need  for 
this  office.  "I  was  drafted  by 
minority  students.  The  students 
began  coming  to  me,  so  I  took 
steps  to  fill  that  need.  My  ac¬ 
cepting  that  position  was  not 
negotiable. '  said  Owens.  His 
goal  was  to  make  the  environ¬ 
ment  more  comfortable  for  mi¬ 
nority  students  at  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph’s.  He  made  himself  avail¬ 
able  for  counseling,  recruiting, 
admissions,  and  financial  aid 
needs.  Andre  Williams  says, 
“Doc  convinced  me  to  come  to 
Saint  Joe's.  I  can  sit  down  and 
talk  to  him  about  whatever  prob¬ 
lem  I  have  at  anytime.  He  is 
always  available."  During  his 
twelve  years  at  Saint  Joseph's 
College.  Owens  has  implemented 
a  variety  of  programs  to  assist 
minorities  while  attending  col¬ 
lege.  Along  with  the  cooperation 
and  assistance  of  Father  Banet 
and  Dr.  John  Nichols,  Owens 


established  minority  student 
leadership  awards.  Owens  said 
•that  when  he  developed  this  fund, 
he  wanted  to  have  a  type  of  fi¬ 
nancial  aid  available  to  minority 
students  besides  athletic  schol¬ 
arships. 

Owens  served  as  chairman 
of  the  Department  of  Economics. 
He  was  concerned  with  the 
administrative  details  such  as, 
budgeting  and  scheduling.  He 
created  the  group  major,  eco¬ 
nomics/finance,  and  the  intern¬ 
ship  program.  Owens  also  be¬ 
gan  a  Senior  Seminar  course  to 
help  students  to  think  of  job 
directions  and  goals  upon  gradu¬ 
ation. 

Owens  received  the  Teaching 
Excellence  Award  in  1989.  One 


of  his  students.  Bob  Golding 
said,  “Doc  Owens  is  probably 
the  best  professor  that  1  have 
had  at  Saint  Joe.  He  opened  my 
eyes  toavarietyofcareeroppor- 
tunities.  He  is  always  willing  to 
see  things  from  the  students 
point  of  view."  Professor  Robert 
Schenk  said.  "One  of  his  (Owens) 
greatest  strengths  was  that  he 
was  willing  to  spend  so  much 
time  with  students." 

In  addition  to  his  other  du¬ 
ties.  he  served  as  the  Vice-Presi¬ 
dent  for  academics  and  recruit¬ 
ment  on  the  Alumni  Board. 
Owens  said,  "It  is  imperative  that 
we  integrate  the  alumni  into  the 
academic  life  so  the  current 
students  will  have  a  positive  role 
model."

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Kreilkamps  give  Africa  a  touch  of  SJC

Dr.Don  and  Mary  Ellen 
Kretlkamp  are  definitely  not 
having  to  endure  sub-zero  tem¬ 
peratures  that  students  of  Saint 
Joseph's  College  are  but  they 
are  subject  to  95  degree  tem¬ 
peratures  and  100  percent 
humidity. 

The  Kreilkamps  were  Invited 
by  the  Salvatorian  Major  Semi¬ 
nary  in  Morogoro,  Tanzania  in 
East  Africa  to  travel  to  their 
seminary  to  teach  on  philoso¬ 
phy  and  Catholic  education.  SJC 
President  Albert  Shannon  re¬ 
ceived  a  two  page  letter  describ¬ 
ing  their  experience  so  far  over 
In  Morogoro. 

Shannon  says  the  Krei¬ 
lkamps  accepted  a  two  year 
commitment  at  the  seminary. 
The  seminary  was  in  need  of 
some  books  so  Saint  Joseph's 
College  library  helped  them  out 
by  sending  books  donated  by 
the  CPS. 

Dr.  Don  Kreilkamp  is  a  re¬ 
tired  philosophy  educator  from 
Saint  Joseph's  College.  He  is 
teaching  20  young  seminarians 
beginning  their  priesthood.  The 
students  are  articulate  in  Eng¬ 
lish  so  the  books  were  very  help¬ 
ful  as  they  were  also  in  English. 

Shannon  said  the  Krei¬ 
lkamps  had  an  -arduous"  trip 


over  there  but  were  very  pleased 
to  find  out  the  housing  arrange¬ 
ments  were  not  as  primitive  as 
they  were  led  to  believe  before 
leaving  the  U.S. 

The  Kreilkamps  share  a 
modest,  but  new,  two  bedroom 
home  that  has  two  bathrooms 
and  a  modem  kitchen.  They 
also  have  an  outdoor  courtyard 
built  up  with  brick  walls  to  fend 
off  some  of  the  bright  sun  and 
the  red  dust  that  is  apparently 
everywhere  because  of  the  geo¬ 
graphical  formation  of  the  Tan¬ 
zania  area. 

The  Kreilkamps  even  have  a 
small  room  set  aside  that  is  air 
conditioned  and  has  a  computer 
and  a  copier  machine.  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph's  lent  Dr.  Don  Kreilkamp  a 
laptop  computer  and  printer 
also.  Dr.  Don  Kreilkamp  Krei¬ 
lkamp  stated  that  the  seminary 
was  located  at  the  base  of  some 
mountains.  He  said  “it  is  an  in¬ 
spirational  sight  j  ust  looking  out 
the  window  and  seeing  the 
mountains."  The  Kreilkamps 
letter  to  Shannon  also  says  that 
he  continues  to  get  a  real  sense 
of  this  experience.  Dr.  Don 
Kreilkamp  and  his  wife  were  at 
“the  right  place,  at  the  right  time" 
in  his  life. 

Kreilkamp  says  Morogoro  is 
a  thriving  Catholic  community 


and  it  is  growing.  It  has  been 
accepting  15-18,  sometimes  20 
seminarians  a  year.  He  feels  he 
is  getting  the  best  and  the  bright¬ 
est  of  students.ln  talking  with 
Emmy  Kreilkamp  about  her 
parents,  she  told  of  her  mother's 
hopes  and  goals  for  her  stay  in 
Morogoro.  Emmy  says  her 
mother  has  been  teaching  Mon- 
tessori  pre-school  education 
since  1975  and  just  recently  had 
to  close  her  school  located  here 
in  Rensselaer  due  to  insurance 
reasons. 

Montessori  is  a  method  of 
teaching  that  is  based  on  Maria 
Montessori's  self  teaching  tech¬ 
niques.  It  has  much  to  do  with 
developing  the  senses  at  a  young 
age.  Emmy  says  her  '  mother 
would  like  to  teach  Montessori 
in  Morogoro. 

The  Kreilkamps  left  on  Dec. 
30,1993.  They  will  return  for 
Emmy’s  graduation  from  Saint 
Joseph's  College  in  May  and  then 
return  to  Africa  for  another  year. 
Emmy  plans  to  visit  her  parents 
next  summer  but  says  she'll  have 
to  get  a  new  wardrobe  because 
women  in  Morogoro  are  still 
required  to  not  let  their  ankles 
show  and  they  cannot  wear 
pants.  Emmy  says  this  is  due 
to  the  Moslem  influence  still  very 
active  in  Africa.

“Sixty-two  years  ago,  King 
was  bom,  but  it  wasn't  until 
death  that  we  realized  how  great 
he  was,"  said  Dr.  Darnell  Cole, 
Chancellor  of  Ivy  Tech  in  Gary, 
IN.  Dr.Cole  was  the  keynote 
speaker  of  the  Dr.  Martin  Lu¬ 
ther  King  Banquet,  which  took 
place  at  Saint  Joseph's  College 
as  part  of  the  celebration  for 
King's  birthday  on  Jan.  17.  Dr. 
King's  birthday  prompted  many 
events  to  take  place  here  on 
campus,  giving  students  and 
faculty  a  chance  to  participate 
in  celebrating  a  great  American. 

The  commemoration  events 
which  were  sponsored  by  the 
Office  of  Multi-cultured  Affairs; 
the  Minority  Student  Union  and 
the  Office  of  the  President, 
started  on  Sunday  night,  Jan. 
1 6  with  a  worship  service  in  the 
chapel.  Monday  morning, 
David  Owens,  Professor  of  Eco¬ 
nomics  and  Associate  Director 
of  MulU-Cultural  Affairs,  SJC 
alumni  and  other  guests  led  a 
panel  discussion  about  minori¬ 
ties  in  corporate  America.  This 
was  followed  by  another  wor¬ 
ship  service  where  students  got 
a  chance  to  reflect  on  Dr.  Martin 
Luther  King  and  what  his  dream 
meant  to  them  and  how  the 


dream  is  incorporated  into  their 
lives. 

Following  the  mass,  a  march 
from  the  Chapel  to  Halleck  took 
place.  The  annual  march  usually 
takes  place  from  the  Chapel  to 
the  Jasper  County  Courthouse 
but  the  bitter,  icy  weather  pre¬ 
vented  that  from  happening  this 
year.  The  purpose  of  the  march 
was  to  present  the  proclamation 
that  Jan.  17  is  Martin  Luther 
King  Day  here  in  Rensselaer.  After 
the  proclamation.  Junior  Rod¬ 
ney  Geter  gave  his  views  on  why 
the  march  took  place.  Junior  Lisa 
Perez  gave  a  benediction.  Senior 
Chris  Bailey  gave  an  outstanding 
rendition  of  King's  “I  Have  a 
Dream"  speech  and  finally  Jun¬ 
ior  Jennifer  Hancock  read  a  poem 
that  she  wrote  on  racism.  The 
success  of  the  march  was  greatly 
due  to  the  hard  work  of  DeLaina 
Wilks,  Hancock  and  Geter. 

Saint  Joseph's  College  was 
given  a  treat  with  a  performance 
by  students  from  the  Emerson 
School  for  the  Performance  Arts 
located  in  Gary,  IN.  The  perform¬ 
ance  was  originally  scheduled  to 
take  place  in  the  Auditorium  but 
was  moved  to  the  basement  of 
Halleck  Center.  In  spite  of  the 
bad  acoustics  in  the  basement 
the  talented  band  played  a  num¬ 
ber  of  wonderful  music  arrange¬ 


ments.  The  graceful  dancers  per¬ 
formed  well  considering  the 
problems  they  had  with  the  sou  nd 
system  provided  to  them  by  the 
College.  The  efforts  of  the  singers 
and  actors  made  the  afternoon 
memorable  to  those  who  at¬ 
tended.  Sophomore  Shalonda 
Crosby,  President  of  the  Minority 
Student  Union,  organized  the 
performance  and  afterwards  was 
very  proud  of  the  Emerson  Stu¬ 
dents.  About  30  students  and 
staff  members  showed  up  for  this 
event.  "It  was  a  good  turnout,” 
said  Crosby,  “a  little  better  than  I 
had  expected." 

The  last  event  of  the  day  was 
the  banquet  that  took  place  in 
the  Halieck  Ballroom.  After  din¬ 
ner  students  and  faculty  had  the 
privilege  of  listening  to  the  key¬ 
note  speaker,  Dr.  Cole.  Dr.  Cole 
gave  a  powerful  speech  and 
brought  up  such  questions  as; 
"Is  the  dream  of  the  dreamer 
dead?”  Dr.  Cole  reminded  listen¬ 
ers  that  the  student  body  of  Saint 
Joseph's  College  consists  of  only 
about  50+  minority  students  and 
that  this  community  is  not  Im¬ 
mune  to  racism.  He  noted  that 
we  are  only  a  few  minutes  away 
from  Newton  County  and  the 
problems  of  discrimination  they 
are  faced  with.  “We  need  more 
leadership  from  us  (people  against 


racism].  We  don't  need  people 
just  sitting  around  and  telling 
us  what  problems  we  have,” 
said  Dr.  Cole.  Towards  the  end 
of  his  speech  Dr.  Cole  said, 
“Don’t  teach  separation  but  co¬ 
operation." 

The  evening  was  topped  off 
with  a  gospel  performance  by 
members  of  Crosby's  family. 
Crosby's  family  braved  the  cold 
all  the  way  from  Gary,  IN  to 
Saint  Joseph's  College  in  order 
to  make  the  evening  an  enjoy¬ 
able  one  for  those  who  took  the 
time  to  attend  the  banquet. 
Members  of  the  family  have 
traveled  all  over  the  United 
States  performing  with  famous 
groups  such  as  the  Winans. 
Faculty  and  students  partici¬ 
pated  in  singing  and  when  the 
performance  was  over  the 
Crosby  family  received  a  stand¬ 
ing  ovation. 


Geter  helped  in  organizing 
the  entire  day  working  through 
the  Office  of  Multi-Cultural  Af¬ 
fairs.  “I  expected  more  partici¬ 
pation  from  students  and  fac¬ 
ulty  and  especially  from  Student 
Affairs  and  Campus  Life."  said 
Geter.  “I'm  a  little  disappointed 
with  participation  this  year  all 
around.  Last  year  there  was 
more  participation  because  a  lot 
of  the  faculty  members  encour¬ 
aged  students  to  come."  Geter 
hopes  that  next  year  the  entire 
Saint  Joseph’s  community  and 
Rensselaer  community  can  par¬ 
ticipate  in  the  festivities.  When 
asked  about  the  banquet  Geter 
said.  The  speaker  was  excellent 
and  the  Crosby  family  capped  off 
the  whole  day."  But  the  seven 
empty  dinner  tables  were  proof 
that  this  year  “lacked  student 
and  faculty  participation."

Laurissa  Becher  also  com¬ 
mented  positively,  “  I  think  that 
they  are  nice.  They  will  be  able 
to  provide  many  new  opportu¬ 
nities  and  options." 

Thirty  Gateway  2000  4SX- 
33  new  models  were  placed  in 
219.  The  older  ones  were  placed 
around  the  campus.  Twenty  of 
them  went  into  the  SLUPO  com¬ 
puter  lab,  three  went  to  the 
library  and  the  rest  were  placed 
in  different  offices  on  campus. 

The  new  computers  are  set 
up  so  that  students  can  go  to 
either  the  Sun  Network,  the  PC 
Network  or  the  library.  This  has 
been  an  improvement  so  that 
students  don't  have  to  walk  to 
the  upstairs  computer  lab  to 
access  the  Sun  Network  if  they 


are  already  in  the  science  build¬ 
ing. 

Freshman  Sherrie  Jankow¬ 
ski  said,  “  I  like  the  fact  that  it  is 
easier  for  me  to  go  on  the  Internet 
now.  I  don't  have  to  wait  in  the 
other  computer  lab  because  there 
are  now  more  computers  avail¬ 
able."  Sophomore  Susan  Banner 
also  commented,  “  I  think  they 
are  great.  I  like  the  fact  that  1  can 
go  on  the  internet  with  these 
computers." 

Students  are  bothered  by  the 
fact  that  the  system  is  continu¬ 
ally  crashing.  The  system  is  old 
and  needs  to  be  replaced.  “  The 
new  computers  are  nice  but  what 
we  need  is  a  new  system.  What 
good  are  the  new  computers, 
when  the  system  is  crashing  all 
the  time?"  asked  Brian  Guerre. 


The  computers  were  not  the 
only  new  purchase  made  by  the 
school  over  break.  Servers  for 
the  new  network  were  also  pur¬ 
chased.  An  entirely  new  network 
will  be  in  use  next  year.  This  new 
Network  is  called  Banyan  Vines. 
It  will  provide  more  speed,  disk 
space,  and  newer  versions  of 
software.  “  We  are  excited  about 
the  new  system,  but  we  need  to 
make  changes  gradually.  It  would 
be  difficult  to  change  systems  in 
the  middle  of  the  semester,  we 
need  time  to  practice  it,”  said 
Bruce  Mathew,  Director  of  Com¬ 
puter  Services. 

Mathew  also  mentioned  that 
they  will  be  adding  a  few  more 
buildings  on  to  the  network.  It  is 
a  costly  change  but  gradually  he 
hopes  to  have  all  of  the  buildings 


under  the  network.  "Many 
students  complain  about  not 
having  some  of  the  dorms 
hooked  up,  but  to  add  a  build¬ 
ing  is  quite  expensive.  It  would 
cost  approximately  $20,000  to 
get  Justin  hooked  up,"  said 
Mathew. 

Some  students  are  glad  that 
the  money  was  spent  for  the 
new  computers  because  they 
believe  they  were  needed  to 
expand  and  aid  the  quality  of 
education  here  at  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph's  College.  Freshman  Jen¬ 
nifer  Phelps  said,  *  I  am  glad 
that  our  higher  education  funds 
finally  went  into  a  project  that's 
worth  while."  Approximately 
$75,000  were  spent  over  all  for 
the  computers  and  the  new 
system.
